JAPANESE NAVY PROTECTING

Admiralty Statement Denies mo 
German Submarine Is Operating 
im the Pacific Ocean. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 16.—The 
Japanese admiralty officially denied 
yesterday that there was a German 
submarine in the Pacific Ocean, accord- 
ing to cablegrams to a Japanese news- 

paper here. 

The Pacific coast of the United States 
is safe from the depredations of an en- 
emy diver by the protection of the 
Japanese navy, the Admiralty an- 
nounced. 

Capt. W. W. Gilmer, commandant of

)man submarines were in the Pacific, 
said: 

“IT am very giad the Japanese think 
there are no German submarines in this 
ocean.

The scarcity of sugar in St. Louis 
today reached the gravest point so far 
in the dearth which has prevailed for 
several weeks, with the wholesalers and 
brokers complaining that only negligible 
shipments are coming in, and with the 
retailers in some cases having exhausted 
their stocks and in others placing a limit 
on sales to single persons of from lv 


at retail was 9 and 10 pounds for 2 dol- 
lar, but at some places as little as t&% 
pounds were given for this sum. 

Various reasons have been allesed for 
the sugar insufficiency. At the time of 
the threatened railroad strike, it was 
said to be due to a strike in the Fastern 
refineries. Last week brokers declared 
that the great refineries were finding 
adequate markets at their doors, wi*h- 
out having to consider frelght charges 
for hauls as far away as St. Louis To- 
day it was asserted that the railroads 
were to blame for not furnishing cars 
for sugar shipments to the West 

Several grocers in South St. Louis re- 
ported that their stock of sugar had 
been exhausted since Saturday, and that 
they had been unable to replenish it 
either by buying from the wholesalers or 
borrowing from other retailers. “ne of 
the largest grocers in the West End 
stated that he had a supply of only 200 
pounds on han4, and that he vas lirit- 
ing individual purchasers to 50 cents or 
$1 worth. 

Urged te Ecohomize. 

Most of the grocers were selling only 
to their regular customers, and some 
urged them to economize in the use of 
sugar, while others recommended sub- 
stitutes, such as syrups and molasses. 
At a South Vandeventer avenue shop, 
buyers were asked to. be content with 
10 cents worth, and were not permitted 
to buy more than 2% cents worth. 

One of the biggest downtown groceries 
would sell only 6&0 cents worth to an tn- 
dividual buyer, and gave five pounds 
for that amount. Another reported that 
he would sel] as much sugar as the pur- 
chaser wanted at 9% pounds for $1. 


Highest on North Side. 

A West End grocér, on Laclede ave- 
nue, is selling 9% pounds for $1 in limited 
quantities only to regular customers. He 
told a neighboring grocer who ordered 
five barrels of sugar from a wholesaler 
and got only three sacks. 

The highest price was noted in several 
North Side groceries—8% pounds for $1. 
In some of these places purchases w 
limited to 2% pounds, -- 2% cents worth 

In the West End and South Side prices 
ranged from 9 to 10 pounds for $1, and 


sales were limited to from 50 cents to 
$1 worth.

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WILSON CLUB BROKE 
TS BiG HOME C.OSED 


Democratic Defeat in City Elec- 
tion and Absence of “‘Angel”’ 
Given as Reasons. 


The Wilson Club is broke. Its elabor- 
ate quarters, at 38621 Washington avenue, 
in.the big building formerly occupied by 
the Women’s Club and later by the 
Army and Navy Club, are closed. 

Two reasons for the club's failure are 
given by members. One is the removal 
to Washingtow of Brevkinridge Log," 
the first president and principal finan- 
cial “angel,'’ who is now Third Assistant 
Secretary of State. The other is the 
utter rout of the Democratic party in 
the recent municipal election, and the 
split in the party that followed Dr. John 
H. Simon’s charge that he was defraud- 
ed out of the Democratic mayoralty 
nomination by money spent in the down- 
town wards. 


Has’ Debts of $3000. 
It was explained that the club was 


worse than busted. It has debts of $3000. 
For several days the president, Arthur 
J. Fitzsimmons, who formerly was 
chairman of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee, and the chairman of the House 
Committee, Michael J. Mulvihill, have 
been visiting creditors and offering to 
settle on a basis ranging’ from 2 to 3 
per cent. 

Creditors were informed that “ if they 
felt like making a contribution to the 
club of part of their accounts,” it would 
be gladly accepted. Some creditors set- 
tled on the 2% per cent basis, one creditor 
sued for the full amount, and others in- 
sist upon getting all money due them. 

A number of prominent Democrats 
were asked for contributions, and in 
this way about $1500 was raixed last 
week. Breckinridge Long, from Wash- 
ington, sent $200; Arthur J. Donnelly 
and National Committeemen Edward 
F. Goltra gave $200 each: Martin J. 
Coltins, a Coleone’ on the Governor’s 
staff, contributed $300, and’ State Rep- 
resentative Harry B. Hawes sent $100, 

The debts of the Club piled up rapidly, 
Members neglected to pay dues, or to 
settle for food and liquid refreshments. 
These ‘‘open accounts’ now total $1500, 
and the “deserving Democrats” are not 
falling over each other to have the 
honor of being the first to hear the cash 
register record the payment of their ac- 
counts.

Inexhaustible Supply of Machine and Heavy 
Guns and Rifles Must Be Prepared if We 
Would Avoid One of England’s Great- 
est Blunderr, Editor Writes. 


The vVeolence of modern warfare i8 
such as to incur the destruction of all 
kinds of material on a scale exceeding 
every preconceived notion. At one 
period of this war the average life of 
a -horse at the front was seven days, 


even better than the human hospitals 
were 20 years ago, being as well pro- 
vided with skilled surgeons, operating 
theaters and an automobile ambulances, 
as formerly were the hospitals for sol- 
diers. 

One of ovr worsi miscalculations was 
as to the number of machine guns re- 
quired. One man, armed with a single 
Lewis machine gun, could probably hold 
up the whole traffic of a large section 
of Fifth nvenue- against a population 
ermed with revolvers. We ought to 
have learned about machine guns with- 
in a few weeks after the outbreak of 
the war; we did not. Germans had 
them in immense quantities and our 
heavy casualties in the German retreat 
from the Marne was owing.to the fact 
that they were able to fix up small forts 
behind wells and other suitable posi- 
tions and mow down our advancing 
troops in terrible numbers. 


America Should Be Supreme. 


When the dinary man of business 
finds himself dutmaneuvered, in a way 
correspondingly to this, he is apt at 
once to.adopt the tactics of his op- 
ponents, but armies are not run that 
way, as you will see by studying the 
history of your own army between 15#1 
and 1865. Conflicting views and preju- 
dices have to be got into alignment be- 
fore action can be taken. We were slow 
to adopt a sufficient equipment of ma- 
chine guns. Having decided that we 
needed machine guns in great aca 


there came the question of t 


In the matter of this j particu and” aim 
the American army should be pre-emi 
nent, for the machine gun, whether it 
is fired from a belt or the drum am- 
munition type,*is an American inven- 
tion. Even when we did order machine 
guns in sufficient quantities we did 
not make proper allowances for the 
ravages of wear and tear of this kind 
of warfare, and so we soon found our- 
selves deficient in spare parts. 

vne rifle to one man. is insufficient. 
Three rifles to.each man is a better fig- 
ure, and each of the three rifles should 
have interchangeable parts. It was 
many months after the war began be- 
fore we were able to cope with the 
gigantic demands for rifles alone. 

In the matter of ammunition, all man- 
ner of preconceived notions must 
be set aside at the beginning. The 
thing !s to have immense quantities and 
to have it good. 

In regard to aeroplanes, without 
which it Is impossible to fight success- 
ful land battles, our air service at the 
beginning was commensurate with the 
size of our small army. That is to say, 
{it wae then adequate and excellent. 
Since then, however, it has been a con- 
stant siruggle between the allies and 
the Prussians as to who should have 
the most aeroplanes of the best kind. 

The question as to what is the best 
kind of aeroplane in thie warfare is a 
vital one, always difficult, with an 
answer always changing. One of our 
departments recklessly ordered a great 
number of a type of aeroplane that 
shall be nameless. BPven if it had been 
& good type, to order it In that way 
would have been a mistake, be¢ause be- 
fore the machines were delivered they 
had been outrivalied by both ourselves 
and the Germans. 

Expedition’s Aeroplane Needs. 

In the matter of aeroplanes the 
rUnited States should have no diff- 
culty. One of the two men responsi- 
ble for the invention of the aeroplane 
is still alive and young.

More Big Guns Wanted. 


All the armies want more big guns. 
those of the Germans as well as those 
of the allies. [ am no authority, but 
I hear those in high places say that the 
most effeciive way of gaining your way 
to the enemies’ country is to do it by 
incessant right and day firing of shells, 
each of which when properly exploded 
would make a hole that, when filled 
with water, would afford comfortable 
bathing for 45 soldiers. Our present 
superiority in big guns is owing largely 
to the provision, not of soldiers, but of 
our present. political chief, Lloyd 
George. 

In such an important matter as barbed 
wire, the vdeginner is apt to start with 
too little of’ a quality easily cut or 
blasted. I do not know why we imagine 
that the same kind of barbed wire 
which had been used in the Boer War 
would serve in France against the Ger- 
mans, but we did, and yet the most 
casual visitor to any German fortress 
before the war—many a one is visible 
from the rvadways—might have learned 
that the Germans had already designed 
barbed wire with strands as thick as 
ship’s cables. In war as In other things, 
the natiéns are very slow to learn from 
other people’s experience. Our first 
barbed wire was little stronger than the 
ordinary cattle fence variety. 

As to telephonic equipment, all na- 
tions went to war improperly provided. 
Signaling from the barrage back to the 
gun is done by aeroplane, telephone or 
rocket, although I may mention mon- 
ster Klaxton sirens have been used, al- 
though not always with perfect success 

Although the war caught us unpre- 
pared, it found us provided with one 
hard-headed Scot, John Cowans, who a* 
once grasped the gigantic nature of his 
job, which was that of providing sus- 
tenance, clothes, boots and the thou- 
sands of other articles that go to fur- 
nish the scldier for war. As an im- 
personal eyewitness, I have been an 
unremitting critic of the things which 
I saw were deficient. 

Food Problem ‘Discussed. 

In this all-important matter of food 
and raiment, the British, Canadian, 
Australian, New Zealand and South 
African troops have everything in great 
abundance. There was waste, of course, 
at the outset, for our nation is almost 
as wasteful as yours, but an occasional 
pinch of the belt, combined with criti- 
cism, espécially that of the nation’s 
women, soon swept away the spectacle 
of foods being criminally wasted. 

It will be quite easy for you to find 
out what kinds of foods will be enjoyed 
by American soldiers in France. I have 
eleaewhere recorded that they introduced 
the national dish of pork and beans and 
also the chewing-gum habit to the sol- 
diers of France. Americans in France 
have told me that they were amply 
sati with the rations. Most of them 
have increased in weight and physique 
since they left the United States, and 
all of them have excellent insight into 
what an A army in Europes 
would be like the United States de- 
cides to join in\that great crusade of

Imel, told of a conversation in which he 
said Gilmore told him all arrangements 
had been made to burn the Gilmore-Bon- 
fig Decorating Co.'s plant at 4455 Olive 
street. 

Orwig, in various capacities as di- 
rector, vice president and treasurer, was 
connected with the Wright-Gilmore 
Decorating Co. from Feb. 1, 1908, to 
March 1, 1912. He was tlie owner of 
$7500 of the stock when the company was 
reorganized as the Gilmore-Bonfig Co. 
in April, 1916. 

Business Was Poor. 

The condition of the business. he vaid, 
was not good and in the reorganization 
the old stockholders realized only $400), 
of which $2750 was in cash. 

About the middie of January, 1916, he 
said, he met Gilmore in the Hawthorne 
Cafe, néar Taylor avenue and Olive 
gtreet. He asked Gilmore how business 
was and Gilmore, he said, replied: “Nos 
very good. The best thing we can do is 
have a fire. I have made arrangements 


with an insurance man and tke materials > 


have been delivered and arrangements 
have been made to have two sets of 
books on hand.”’ 

Says He Was Told of Details. 

Orwig testified Gilmore told him all 
arrangements had been made to have 
the fir@é on the following Sunday, but 
Wright had balked. Gilmore, he said, 
explained the means to bé used in start- 
ing the fire and told him the material 
to be used was like bottled gas and 
would cause an explosion without danger 
of its use being discovered. Fumes 
would spread and cause the fire to gain 
rapid headway. 

Gilmore, according to Orwig’s testi- 
mony, said it had cost him a good deal 
of money to perfect the plans and find 
the right people to start the fire, and 
told of meeting an insurance man at the 
Planters Hotel. 

Orwig on cross-examination sald he 
had first told what he knew to his at- 
Rorney and later to Detective Bart 
Keaney, a few days after the fire.

TASHKENT, Asiatic Russia, April 16, 
via London, April 16.—Gen. Alexi Kuro- 
patkin, Governor of Turkestan; his as- 
sistant, Gen. Yerofeiff, and Gen. Sivers, 
Chief of Staff, have been arrested by 
the council of soldiers’ delegates. 

Gen. Buroff, commanding the first S!- 
berian brigade, and Gen. Tsuomillen, 
commanding the local brigade, also have 
been placed under arrest. The officers 
are charged with distributing arms to 
Russians in various districts for defense 
against natives in event of an attack. 
Thts action has been held to be of a 
provocatory cnaracter. The Cossack 
guards of Gen. Kuropatkin appeared at 
the meeting of the soldiers’ delegates 
and announced they would not defend 
him. Col. Tcherkes, Commandant of the 
town, has been appointed temporary 
commander of the Turkestan troops. 

Gen. Kuropatkin has sent a telegram 
to the Russian Premier and Minister of 
War at Petrograd pointing out the ne- 
cessity of distinct military and civilian 
jurisdiction. He asked that he be given 
command of the grenadier corps and 
sent to the front. 


Gen. Kuropatkin was appoinied Gov- 
ernor-General of Turkestan last Au- 
gust. Five months earlier he had been ji 
made Commander in Chief of the Rus- ! 
sian armies on the northern front, in 
succession to Gen. Nicholas Ruzgsky. 
Prior to that time he had acted as chief 
of the Russian grenadier corps. At the 
beginning of the Russo-Japanese war 
Gen. Kuropatkin was in chief, command 
of the Russian forces in Manchuria. 


REICHSTAG TO MEET APRIL 24

Correspondent Tells of Feverish Efforts to Hold 
Back Arras Offensive—Captured Letters 
Indicate Depression. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
seciated Press. 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, April 15, via London.—Fight- 
ing Hke men with their backs to the 
wall, the Germans are making desperate 
resistance to the British advance, especi- 
ally along the Hindenburg line from 
Queant to St. Quentin. ‘This line has 
been definitely broken between Queant 
and Arras, consequently the Germans 
aré attempting to hold from Queant 
southward. 

In the meantime, Lens is being ap- 
proached late today from three direc- 
tions. The civilian population was evac- 
uated by the Germans on Friday; no 
person was allowed more than 30 pounds 
of baggage. With the departure of the 
civilians, the Germans seized three 
months’ rations gathered at Lens by 
the American Rellef Commission. 

Fires continued to glow in Lens to- 
day, while far away.to the south fires 
were seen within St. Quentin, toward 
which the British and French are con- 
verging. “Realizing that the important 
town of Queant, the switch point -of 
the Hindenburg line, was’ threatened 
by the close proximity of the British, 
the Germans early today launched an 
attack from there, over a .ix-mile fron‘. 
While suffering immediate reverses év- 
erywhere else, they managed by the 
concentration of artillery to recapture 
Lagnicourt opposite Queant, which was 
taken from them several weeks ago. 
Their victory at this point was short 
lived, however, for the British immedl- 
ately counter attacked and retook Lag- 
nicourt with more than 200 prisoners. 
and catching the retreateing Germans 
under an intensive field gun fire, Cut 
them to bits. Thus ended the first 
real ‘‘defensive offensive’ the Germans 
have attempted sinee the battle of 
Arras began. 
Nervous and Jumpy. 

From one end of the British front to 
the other the Germans are palpably 
nervous and jumpy. Where they have 
been driven from their old positions 
thev are feverishly digging at every op- 
portunity, particularly at night. Each 
morning new airplane photographs show 
the results of the nocturnal activities 
behind the temporary line. 

Most of the new trenches are merely 
emergency defenses built at angles w 
a view to giving cover to machine guné 
with which the Germans hope to delay 
the British advance until further work 
can make the rear defenses tenable. 


It is now stated that no part of thej 
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|} Hindenburg line was expected to be 
completed until the end of April, not- 
withstanding the claims that the recent 
western retirement has been entirely ac 
cording to German plans. 

Where the Germasn still hold their old 
positions to the north of Loos, the 
slightest movement on the part of the 
British sends them into a panic. Flares 
and signal rockets of all colors spring 
from their trenches. Bombs are cast 
into No-Man’s Land; trench mortars se. 
up a defensive barrage and artillery 
help is frantically called for. 

Some of the German flares and lights 
are most amusing, as well as spectacu- 
jar. Their latest star shells have a par- 
achute attachment and hang suspended 
in the air for a long time, lighting up 
the surrounding country for several 
hundred yards. They break into three 
balls, and the British soldiers call them 
““‘pawnbrokers.”’ 


The Germans in the front line have 
long been worried by the inferiority of 
their artiller> to that of the British. A 
recently captured German report makes 
complaint that the artillery often fails 
to answer the call for help, and con- 
tinues: 

“For our infantry, which, since the 
Somme battle, has been on the de- 
fensive, it is from the point of view of 
morale of importance to be able to 
count on artillery. support. Infantry that 
comes to regard itself merely as a 
target for the hostile artillery must in 
the long run give way. A prompt and 
effective reply to hostile shells has a 
recuperative effect on thé morale of 
the troops, even in the most difficuit 
situations."’ ;

PEOPLE T0 UNITE 


ON TASKS OF WAR 


Supreme Test of Nation Has Come, He Says, 
and All Must Speak, Act and Serve Together 
—Executive Emphasizes Food Problem and 
Declares Success of Enterprise Against Ger- 


many Rests on It. 


| WASHINGTON, April 15.—Fresh impetus was given to the 
nation-wide campaign for more food crops today by Presiden‘, 
Wilson’s plea for unity of action in furtherng America’s success 


‘in the world war. 

The President’s appeal, adressed to 
his “fellow countrymen,” urged all tke 
people to join in making ‘the nation a 
unit for the preservation of its ideals 
and for the triumph of democracy, but 
“particularily emphasized the need of 
growers concentrating their energies 
on planting of crops so that the United 
States might fulfill its task of feeding 
the armies and people who are fight- 
ing Germany. 

“Without abundant food, alike for 
the armies and the peoples at war,”’ 
gaid the appeal, ‘“‘the whole great en- 
terprise upon which we have embarked 
will fail. Upon the farmers of the coun- 
try, therefore, in large measure rests 
‘the fate of war and the fate of the 
nations.’’ 

The text of 
Follows. 

“My fellow countrymen: The en- 
trance of our beloved country into 
the grim and terrible war for democ- 
racy and human rights which has 
shaken the world creates so many 
problems of national life and action 
which call for immedjate considera- 
tion and settlement tHhat T hope you 

. will permit me to address to you a 

few words of earnest counsel and ap- 

peal with regard to them. 

“We are rapidly putting our navy 
upon an effective war footing and 
are about to create and equip a great 
army, but these are the simplest 
parts of the great task to which we 
have addressed ourselves. There is 
not a single selfish element, so far 

_as T can see, in the cause we are 

_fighting for. We are fighting for 

“what we believe and wish to be the 

rights of mankind and for the future 

peace and security of the world. To 
do this great thing worthily and suc- 
ceasfully, we must devote ourselves 
shad service without regard to

~A ‘an energy and intelligence that 
will rise to the level of the entér- 
prise. self. We must realize to the 
full how great the task, is, and how 
many things, how many kinds and 
elements of capacity and service and 
self-sacrifice it involves. 

Things Necded Besides Fighting. 

“These, then, are the things we 
must do ond do well, besides fight- 
ing--the things without which mere 
fighting would be fruitless: 

‘We must supply abundant food 
for ourselves and for our armies and 
seamen not only, but also for a large 
part of the nations with whom we 
have now made common cause; in 
whote support and by whose sides 
we shall be fighting. | 

“Ve must supply ships by the hun- 
dreds out of cur shipyards to carry

Not only during the present emerg- 
ency, but for sometime after peace 
shall have come, both our own peo- 
ple and: a large porportion of the 
people of Europe must reply upon) 
the harvests in America. Upon the 
farmers: of this country, therefore. 
in large measure, rests the fate of 
the war and the fate of the nations. 
May the nation not count upon them 
to omit no step that, willincrease the 
production of their™end or that wil! 
bring about the most effectual co-op- 
eration in the sale and distribution of 
their products? The time is short. 
It is of the most imperative import- 
ance that everything possible be done 
and done immediately to make sure 
of large harvests. I call upon young 
- men and old alike and upon the 
able-bodied boys of the lands to ac- 
cept and act upon this duty—to turn 
in hosts to the farms and make cer- 
tain that no pains and no labor is 

lacking in this great matter. 
Appeal to Southern Farmers. 

“T particularly appeal to the farm- 
ers of the South to plant abundant 
foodstuffs as well as cotton. They 
can show their prtriotism in no bet- 
ter or more con ing way than by 
resisting the great temptation of the 
present price of cotton and helping. — 
upon a great scale, to feed 
the nation and the peoples every- 
where who are fighting for their lib- 
erties and for our own. The variety 
of their crops will be the visible 
measure of their comprehension of 
their national duty. 

“The Government of the United 
States and the Governments of the 
several states stand ready to co- 
operate. They will do everything 
possible to assist farmers in securing 
an adequate supply of seed, an ade- 
quate force of laborers when they 
are most needed at harvest time, and 
the means of expediting shipments 
of fertilizers and farm machinery, as 
well as of the crops themselves 
when harvested. The course of trade 
shall be as unhampered as it is 
possible to make it and there shall 
be no unwarranted manipulation of 
the nation’s food supply by those 
who handle it on its way to the con- 
sumer. This is our opportunity to 
demonstrate the efficiency of a gfeat 
democracy and we shall not fall 
short of it! 

“This let me to say to the mid- 
dliemen of every sort, whether they 
are handling our foodstuffs or our 
raw materials of manufacture or the 
products of our mills and factories: 
The eyes of the country will be espe- 
cially upon you, 

“This is your opportunity for sig- 
nal service, efficient and _ disinter- 
ested, “Zhe country expects you, as 
it expects all others, to forego un- 
usual profits, to organize and expe- 
0 omg of supplies of every 
kind, but especially of food; with an 
eye to the service you are rendering 
and in the spirit of those who en- 
list in the ranks, for their people, 
not for themselves. I”shail confi- 
dently expect you to deserve and win 
the confidence of people of every 

sort and station. 
Opportunity for Service. 

“To the men who run the railways 
of the country, whether they be 
managers or operative employes, let 
me say that the railways are the ar- 
teries of the nation’s life and that 
upon therm rests the immense respon- 
sibility of seeing to it that those ar- 
teries suffer no obstruction of any 
kind, no inefficiency or slackened 
power. To the merchant let mé sug- 
gest the motto: ‘Small profits and 
quick service;’ and to the shipbuild- 
er the thought that the life of the 
War depends upon him. The food 
and the war supplies must be car- 
ried across the seas, no matter how 
many ships are sent to the bottom. 
The places of those that go down 
must be supplied and supplied at 
once. 

“To the miner let me say that he 
stands where the farmer does: The 
work of the world waits on him. If 
he slackens or fails, armies and 
statesmen are helpless. He alsv is 
“enlisted in the great service army.

CHICAGO, April 16.—J. Ogden Armour, 
Themas E. Wilson, L. F. Swift and Fd- 
ward Morris, heads of the four big pack- 
ing corporations, have gone to Wash- 
ington to confer with the Council of 
National Defense on the meat produc- 
tion and prices. 

The first question to be discussed will 
be the serious condition in livestock 
markets. Producers of livestock, 
alarmed bv reports that the Govern- 
ment intended to take drastic action 
toward fixing food prices, have bee 
dumping their stock on the market. This 
resulted last week in a drop in the price 
of beef of 5 cents a hundred pounds. 
Furthermore, it has resulted in a tre- 
mendous loss in meat tonnage as stock 
many pounds short of the average seli- 
ing weight has been sold. 

That the stockmen have been prema- 

turely alarmed and that there is no im- 
mediate prospect of Government regula- 
tion is the view held at the stockyards. 
The shipping of lightweight cattle means 
a scarcity in the future and the pack- 
ers would like to see the stockmen hold 
and feed their stock, 
Everet CC. Browns, 
Chicago Livestock Exchange; C. B.: 
Heineman, secretary of the National 
Livestock Exchange, and Jay R. Brown 
of the Drovers’ Journal Publishing Co. 
of Chicago, who have been in Wash- 
ington investigating the situation, find 
there is no cause for alarm among the 
producers. 

They have interviewed a number of 
prominent members of Congress, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and officials of the 
Council of National Defense, with the 
result, they say, that they have found 
virtually a unanimous sentiment that 
the Government will not attempt to 
regulate meat prices unless these prices 
savor of extortion. 

,One of the factors in the increase of 
production is to save the calves. Aj)- 
ready ‘“‘calf clubs,’’ financed by tiie 
bankers, have been organized over the 
Middle West. No cattle are to be sold 
under two years of age. More than 
300,000 calves two to four months old 
are slaughtered in Iowa and Illinois 
annually. To prevent this slaughter is 
the aim of the clubs.

Donaldson also is shown’ by the inven- 
tory to have been a large realty holder. 
No value is placed on these holdings, 
enumerated as follows: 5959 acres in 
Bollinger County, Mo.; 880 acres in Stod- 
dard County, Mo.; 280 acres in St. Louis 
County, 8) acres in Jasper County, Mo.: 
20 lots in Le Soto, Mo., and four pieces 
of St. Louis realty described as 1414 Lo- 
cust street, 315 Chouteau avenue, 3115 
Washington avenue and a 40-foot lot on 
Ann avenue. 

Although Donaldson's chattels are 
valued at cnly $1400, in his lifetime he 
was reputed to be the possessor of a 
valuable art collection. His home con- 
tained many pictures and art curios, 
which he gathered on two tours of the 
world. 

The estate will be divided between 
his two daughters, Mrs. Elizabeth A. 
Randolph, who lives on the Price road 
next t& the Donaldson homestead, and 
Mrs. Annie M. Hodgman of 5379 Water- 
man avenue. Donaldson made bequests 
in his will totaling $120,000.

POLICE HUNTING 


ALIEN ENEMIES 
WHO HAVE ARMS 


Begin Canvass to See if All 
Obeyed Orders to Turn 
Over Weapons. 


The Police Department today began 
a canvas among alien enemies to 
learn whether any of them have dis- 
obeyed the order to surrender fore- 
arms and ammunition. The time limit 
expired at midnight Saturday, and 
from now on all Germans found with 
the forbidden articles in their pos- 
session will be turned over to the 
Federal authorities. 

Yesterday 15 men, a majority of 
them Austrians, delivered weapons 
and ammunition to the police stations. 
Since war has not been declared be- 
tween the United States and Austria, 
subjects of the monarchy are not 
classed as enemy aliens. But several 
of them voluntarily submitted to the 
order. 


Some Who Gave Up Weapons. 
. Among the Austrians were: John Mil- 


ler, 3971 Gratiot street, who turned over 
a revolver; Andrew Ronsak, 3910 Clay- 
ton avenue, a revolver; Ladislaus Graxa, 
6737 Elmer avenue, a rifle; Gustav R. 
Dreifke, 3701 Bell avenue, shotgun and 
revolver; Peter Hinkl, .3910.Clayton av- 
enue, revolver; John Saver, 3160 North 
Thirteenth street, revolver; John Wam- 
bach, 60 South Vandeventer avenue, 
two revolvers; Joseph Fritz, 4300 North 
Nineteenth street, revolver; Joseph 
Kuerte, 4501 North Nineteenth street, re- 
volver land cartridges, and Frank Gaal, 
$712 Blair avenue, revolver and car- 
tridges.

United States District Attorney Oliver 
today told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
probably 100 persons in St. Louis have 
been affected by the President's ordcr 
banishing enemy aliens from a district 
within nalf a mile from any Government 
arsenal, munition factury or the like. 

Oliver said the order applies to all un- 
naturalized Germans, including those 
who have applied for first papers. 
Property owners in the prohibited area 
will be compelled to leave their homes, 
but the Government will protect their 
property as it would that of a citizen. 
Men having business in the district— 
such as saloons and groceries—will not 
be permitted to conduct them, but must 
close them up or move to other sites. 


FRANCE SENDS TARDIEU TO U, S, 


Former Editor to Be High Commis- 
sioner to America. 

PARIS, April 16.—The Government 
has appointed Capt. Andre Tardieu, 
member of the Chamber of Deputies 
and former foreign editor of the 
Temps, as high commissioner to the 
United States. He will be given au- 
thority over all the French missions 
in the United States, in order to in- 
sure the proper unity of view and ac- 
tion that is required by the compli- 
cated nature of Franco-American co- 
operation. 


Capt. Tardieu is well known in the 
United States. He was the Cercle 
Francais lecturer at Harvard 1907-08 
During the war he has been in active 
service, especially before Verdun, and 
was cited in army orders for bravary 
for having captured an enemy trench 
there in February, 1915.

PARIS, April 16.—A semi-official state- 
ment has been issued in Vienna declar- 
ing that Austria desires peace with the 
Russian people und that there is no real 
obstacle to-this aim, according to a 
Zurich dispatch to a radio agency. The 
Gispatch quotes a statement issued by 
c semi-official press bureau in Vienna, 
in which it is said that the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy has taken note in 
recent declarations of the Russian Pro- 
visional Government that it does not 
seek foreig territory, but desires a dur- 
able peace founded on the rights of 
peoples to dispose of themselves.

Piekhanov, who 
waved the first red flag before Kazan 
Cathedral, 41 years ago, made an appeal 
to the council of workers’ and soldiers’ 
deputies to think first of the beaten 
Germans. The*f'rench and English la- 
bor leaders, bearing the same message. 
made a profound impression. : 

The arrival of the party was a love’ 
feast, witn the former emigre as gquesis, 
riding through the streets in gala court 
carriages and being taken to the best 
hotels. The returned exile, Tseretel?i, 
the spokesman of the Council of Sol- 
diers and Workmen of Petrograd, intrs- 
duced a resolution declaring for fight- 
ing the war to the end, before an enor- 
mous congress of delegates of peasants 
and of the armies from all parts of 
Russia. 

The. picturesque delegates from the

For 
1917 he points out that to lower the in- 
come tax exemption from $3000 to $1500 
se unmarried persons, from $4000 to 
$2000 for married persons, to leave the 
normal tax at 2 per cent, but ‘o raise 
‘the supertaxes materially, would make 
the law produce $340,000,000 additional! in 
June, 1918, without changing the cor- 
poration tax. ‘The highest rate on super- 
taxes under tiie plan outlined would be 
40 per cent ‘of all incomes over $1,000,000.

Bill Expected Within Two Wecks,. 

Consideration of the suggestions will 
begin immediately in the Ways and 
Means Committee. .

If the present excess profits tax of 8 
per cent on corporation and partnership 
profits of more than $5000 and 8 per 
cent of invested capital were made ap- 
plicable to the calendar year 1916, the 
Secretary estimates, it would yiejd 
$226,000,000. Corporations and partner- 
ships would be given until September 
to pay the tax. 

As to the excess profits tax for 1917, 
collectible in June, 1918, the existing law 
allows an exemption of $5000 and 8 per 
cent on invested capital and levies 8 per 
cent tax on the remainder of the profits 
of corporations and partnerships. If this 
tax, allowing the same exemptions, were 
increased to 10 per cent on profits in 
excess of 8 per cent and not over 15 per 
cent of capital invested; to 15 per cent 
on profits in excess of 15 per cent and 
not over 2 per cent of capital invested, 
to 20 per cent on profits in excess of % 
per cent and not over 8 per cent of 
capital invested, and to 2 per cent on 
profits in excess of 530 per cent of capita] 
invested, the law, according to the Sec- 
retary, would yield $425,000,000, 

One Per Cent on Railroad Fares. 

Propossi revenue from  passenge- 
transportation receipts is estimated oo: 
the basis of “‘! per cent on each 2%-cent 
fare or fraction thereof, within the 
United States,’’ but ‘no tax on fare 
not in excess of 2% cents.’”’ 

Freight transportation, it is estimated, 
would yielg $100,000,000 at 1 per cent on 
each % cents or fraction thereof of each 
freight bill. 

An increase to $2 per gallon on dis- 
tilled spirits, now taxed $1.10, the Sec- 
retary says, would raise $73,000,000. 

“In addition to the higher rate,’’ the 
statement adds, ‘“‘undouDtedly the state- 
wide prohibition laws, .particularly in 
view of recent court decisions as to in- 
terstate shipments, will have the effect 
of further reducing taxX payments. 

Rectified spirits are not taxed now, 
and it is suggested that they be taxed 
2 cents per gallon. Instead of the rate 
of $1.50 per barrel on fermented liquor, 
$2.50 per barrel is suggested. 

The Secretary’s schedule wouid double 
rates on cigars’ weighing over three 
pounds per thousand; cigarettes weigh- 
ing less than three pounds per thousand: 
snuff and chewing tobacco. Wholesale 
dealers, includingyjobbers and retailers, 
who now are not taxed, -would be taxed 
$25 and $6 a year, respectively. Rates on 
still and eparkling wines, liquors, cor- 
dials or similar compounds, would be 
doubled. That on brandy used in forti- 
fying pure sweet wines would be in- 
creased from 10 to % cents. A flat tax 
of 26 cents a gallon is named for de- 
natured alcohol, now untaxed. ‘Near 
beer’’ would pay $1.75 per barrel, and 
carbonated soft drinks’ and bottled wa- 
ters and natural mineral waters 2 cents 
a gallon instead of going untaxed as ai 
present. 

Refined sugar would pay an. excess tax 
of 1 cent a pound. None m ported 
now, but it is recommended that any 
tax on it be made applicable to im- 
porte.

1 YOUNGEST OF THREE 
 ROCKEFELLERS DIES 
AT Abt OF 72 YEARS 


Frank Succumbs in Cleveland to 
Paraylsis and Blood Clot 
on the Brain. 


CLEVELAND, oO., April 16.—lI°rank 
voungest brother of 
John ID. Rockefeller, died yesterday in 
his apartments in a local hotel, from a 
stroke of paralysis and a blood clot on 
‘the brain, as a result of a relapse he 
sustained following an intestinal opera- 
tion a month ago. He is survived by 4 
widow and three daughters. The funeral 
will be held here tomorrow. 

Frank Rockefeller was a brother of 
John D. Rockefeller and William A. 
Rockefeller, and was for many years 
associated with them in the oil business, 
but was not as widely known. 

Born in Richford, N. Y., in 1846, he was 
the youngest of the three Rockefeller 


‘boys, and when his brothers organized 


the Standard Oil Co., he became identi- 
fied with them, serving for a time as one 
of the vice presidents. He acquired con- 
siderable wealth, but his-relations with 


his brothers became strained and he 


severed business connections with them. 

In 1900 he turned his attention to stock 
raising. purchasing 12,006 acres at Bel- 
videre. Kan., for a stock farm, which 
hecame recognized as a. model through- 
out the Southwest, Although he closely 
he was more 
sturdy and a little more squarely built 
and welf equipped physically for the 
new work he had undertaken. Attired 
Jike a farm hand, he was the active 
“hoss’’ of his ranch. Some of the purest 
bred cattle in.the world were to be found 
on his Kansas farm, and from there he 
also directed large range interests in 
Texas and Arizona. 


Frank Hockefeller, Stockman. 
Frank Rockefeller always manifested 


great aversion to being referred to as 
“John D. Rockefeller’s brother’’ or ‘‘the 
other Rockefeller.’’ 

“IT am Frank Rockefeller, stockman,”’ 
he would say, -‘not Frank Rockefeller, 
He studiously 
avoided newspaper publicity. 

Although exceedingly fond of horse- 
trotting as a sport, he confined his in- 
dulgence in it to his own track, on his 
Own place, with his own horses. 

“Next to my family,”’ he oncé re- 
marked, ‘‘l love animals moré than any- 
thing else in the world,.and by simply 


having fun with them, I have found out 
a good many things and learned a good 
many lessons that 1 could never have 
learned otherwise.’”’ 

One of his great desires was to pre- 
vent the disappearance of the buffalo. 
He presented a great many wild beasts 
end birds to the zoological gardens i” 
Cleveland and some to other cities. 

During five months in the year, 
Rockefeller lived in Cleveland, as did 
his brother, John D., but they were 
never seen together. 


Lost {n Missouri Mine Deal. 
About a year ago William Rockefel- 


ler attempted to arrange a reconcilia- 
tion between his brothers, but’ Frank 
issueii a statement saying: “John D. 
and I had a row over business in 1898, 
and I said I was through. I‘meant it 
then and I mean it now.” 

In 199 Frank Rockefeller and his 
family withdraw from membership in 
the Euclid! Avenue Baptist Church, in 
which John D. Rockefeller was a lead- 
ing factor. ‘I do not believe in placing 
Caesarism before Christianity,’’ Frank 
wrote to the trustees, who said they un- 
derstood the reference to be to his 
brother. 

In 1900 Rockefeller bought for $200,000 
the Gobbler mine in Newton and Law- 
rence counties, Missouri, supposed then 
to be the most phenomenal mine ever 
discovered in the Southeast Missouri 
lead and zinc belt, but after he had 
spent $65,000 in development, he found 
ic could not be operated profitably. He 
brought suit in St. Louis to recover the 
$266,000 he had invested, charging that 
the walls of the mine had‘ been washed

Frank Rockefeller announced in 1907 
that he had been for some time en- 
gaged in writing the secret life of his 
famous brother, and that if it were pub- 
lished John D. “would not dare appear 
on the streets of any American city, for 
he would be stoned.by the public.’’ 
Frank said he was withholding the me- 
moirs from publication only for the 
sake of his brother William. 

The rupture between the two broth- 
ers was said to have resulted from 
loans which John D. made to Frank 
and his partner in the mining business, 
James Corrigan, a boyhood friend of 
the brothers. It was alleged that the 
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' 
oil magnate so maneuvered as to set 


possession o1 the Standard Oil stock 
put up by the borrowers as collateral. 
There was a hard-fought battle in the 
ccurts, which John D. won. From that 
day the brothers never spoke to each 
other. 


John D. RockefeHer Will Attend Fu- 
neral of Brother Frank. 

NEW YORK, April i6.—John D. 
Fioockefeller plans to depart today for 
Cleveland to attend the funeral of 
his brother, Frank Rockefeller, who 
die. there yesterday, unreconciled 
after a quarrel the two had some 
years ago.

ICO TO. BE NEUTRAL 


MEXICO CITY, April 
Carranza, in his address to the new 
Congress last night, declared that Mex- 
ico would maintain a strict and rigorous 
neutrality in the world war. 

H. Von Eckhardt, the German Min- 
ister, was seated in’ a box with Aus- 
trian, Spanish, and other diplomats. 
Henry P., Fletcher, American Am- 
bassador, sat with the British Min- 
ister. 

Gen. Carranza recommended to the 
congress, which held its first formal ses- 
sion last night, a complete report of his 
administration as first chief. Particular 
attention was given the revolt against 
Madero by Felix Diaz in 1912, Gen. Car- 
ranza declared that the failure to treat 
Diaz with severity was a great mis- 
take, as it allowed the awakening of the 
ambitions of Diaz and old favorites. 


Tells of Effort to Influence Him. 
He gave in detail the alleged. efforts 


of rlenry Lane Wilson, then American 
Ambassador to Mexico, to influence him 
as follows: 
‘Just after <he assassination of Presi- 
dent Madero the Consul and Vice Con- 
sul of the United States visited me at 
the: Government palace at Saltillo un- 
cer instructions from Henry Lane Wil- 
son, the American Ambassador, to bring 
pressure to make me desist in my atti- 
tude of non-recognition of the Huerta 
Government. 
“They insistently affirmed that all re- 
sistance would be futile because Huerta 
had tmmense resources, sufficient to 
choke the revolt in Coahuila; and they 
made known to me that the Government 
of Huerta had been recognized by al!

Wouldn’t Accept Plan. 
“In answer I said that I would not 


accept the arrangement and would 


whatever the outcome. Afterward I ob- 
tained a full copy of Ambassador Wil- 
son’s message to the said Consuls to 
bring pressure upon me. A few days 
later Vice Consul Hilliman asked what 
would be my conditions to avoid war, 
saying he would transmit the conditions 
to Huerta through Ambassador Wilson. 
‘Tl wrote in reply that my terms were} 
that Huerta and the others connected 
with the Cuartelazzo leave the country 
and that the Capitol be evacuated and 
occupied by troops of Coahuila and So- 
nora and that Congress designate a le- 
gal substitute for the President. Mr. 
Silliman promised to see that this letter 
reached the Capitol, but I never had an 
answer. 7 
“It is opportune to make clear these 
facts, in view of the recent interview 
given by Senator Knox in the United 
States, in which he said the interven- 
tion of Ambassador Wilson was due 
only to the fact that I had asked’ his 
mediation, which is entirely false, as 
the facts are as above.’’ 

Revolt Damage Decree. 
In explaining the decree of May. 1913, 
providing for the rights of nationals and 
foreigners to collect damages suffered 
in the revolt, Gen. Carranza said the 
decree did not refer to damages that 
always, follow civil war, but only 
through the occupation of private prop- 
erty by the constitutional authorities py 
reason of military necessity. 

He added that when Huerta was de- 
feated and the Capitol occupied, the 
country and the people had suffered 
comparatively. little damage, which 
could have been easily repaired had 
not ambition bitten certain chiefs and 
made the continuation of the civil war 
inevitable. 

Gen. Carranza devoted much attention 
to the resumption of dipiomatic rela- 
tions with the United States since 1912) 
He touched briefly on the Benton case 
and referred to the occupation of Vera 
Cruz as a “lamentable incident.’’ 
Following an account of the Villa raid 
on Columbus and the clashes with 
American troops at Carrizal and Mata- 
moras, he said: “This can be consid- 
ered as a period of war with the United 
States, for hostilities had commenced. 
Nevertheless, the Government continued 
to treat the situation by diplomatic 
methods and secured in the shortest 
possible time the retirement of the 
American forces. Actually both coun- 
tries were inspired with the most sin- 
cere desire to continue the cordia! rela- 
tions which publicly actually existed. 
Still, I am obliged to inform Congress 
that tthe American Government, not- 
withstanding its desire to encourage 
friendship with us, has not raised the 
embargo on arms and ammunition con- 
signed to this Government.”’ ‘ 


Pesition im World War. 

In regard to Mexico’s position as a 
neutral nation, Gen. Carranza said: 
“With respect to the gigantic war 
the Government under my charge sent 
to the neutral nations on Feb. 11 a note 
in which it invited all these countries 
to use necessary efforts to discourage 
the ‘progress of the war and prevent 
its spread. The note also suggested the 
discussion of measures which would 
Berve to prevent wars in the future 
Mexico will endeavor to ocntinue to 
follow a policy of the most rigorous 
and strictest neutrality. in the Buro- 
pean conflict. I am able to assure you. 
that actual relations with all the peoples 
on earth are friendly." 

Gen. Carranza concluded by saying

TALK ON LONGEVITY 


Mme. Charlotte Davenport, Here 
to Lecture, Advises Eating of 
Plenty of Green Onions. 


« Rosy of cheek, sparkling of eye and 
elastic of stride is Mme. Charlotte 
Davenport, 93 years old, who is in St. 
Louis to deliver a free lecture, Wednes- 
day night, at the Public Library, on 
‘*Longevity.’’ She is a native of Russia, 
and is accompanied by ‘her husband, 
William H. Davenport, an English wri- 
ter on metaphysics and a correspondent 
of the London Times. 

At the Westmoreland Hotel today she 
detailed to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
some of the principles on the observance 
of which she basis her own vigor at an 
age approaching the century mark. As 
she spoke she walked back and forth 
with a springing step, corroborating her 
statement that her recreations are still 
swimming and horseback riding, her 
slender figure swung actively about the 
room, and her eyes; unneedful of spec- 
tacles, gleamed with vitality. Her hair 
is snow white. 

First Principle of Longevity. 

“Never take medicines,’’ she asserted. 
“This si the first principle of longevity. 
Nature did not intend stomachs to be 
sioshed with drugs.’”’ Mme, Davenport 
holds a degree in medicine from the 
University of Vienna, 

“You can’t bathe too much. I always 
take two baths a day, and usually three. 
Whether the baths should be hot, cold 
or tepid, depends on the individual con- 
stitution and temperament. 

‘Do not eat meat, but use a vegetable 
and cereal diet.’ Meat is poigon to most 
persons, who are unable to throw off 
the toxins it engenders in the system. 
Ll advise eating plenty of green onions.’”’ 

“Exercise every part of the tody 
every day. Calistheni¢s performed at 
home answer the purpose admirably. 

Fresh Air Greatest ‘Tonic. 

“Fresh air is the greatest tonic of 
all. Slep with thd windows open and 
let the wind blow over your face. 
Stand at the window each morning 
and inhale long drafts of air. Get in 
the habit of deep breathing. “The 
sytem needs the oxygen and. the 
lungs need the exercise. 

“Cultivate tranquility and optim- 
ism. Banish the base emotions of 
fear and worry. Let every day be a 
hew day. Never eat except in a se- 
rene and relaxed mood. 

“Constantly cultivate the faculties 
of the mind in order to preserve them. 
A person who ceases to employ his 
[I am 
now taking up the study of Sanskrit 
for mental exercise. 

“The secret of long life is to find 
out the laws of nature and follow 
them.” 

Was a War Narse. 

Mme. Davenport's energy is proved 
by the fact that a year ago she com- 
pleted a service of 15 months as a 
physician and nurse in a German field 
hospital at Louvain, Belgium. She 
left because she could no longer sleep 
on account of, the sights constantly 
passing before her eyes, Milton's de- 
scription of hell contained nothing so 
terrible as these actualities, she said. 

Her alert study of current events, 
she declared, enabled her to prophecy 
the outbreak of the war, the assassi- 
nation of Rasputin and the Russian 
revolution. She now predicts that 
the war will end in July, when, in her 
opinion, Germany and Russia will 
make peace. The outcome of the 
struggle, she believes, will be a vast 
step towards the’ realization of the 
brotherhood of man. 

Mme. Davenport is financially in- 
dependent ,and for 60 years has made 
it her hobty to undertake lecture 
tours in Europe and America at her 
own expense to spread her ideas of 
hygiene.

Both Associated Press and Inter- 
national News Service Object 
to Lower Court Decision. 


NEW YORK, April 16.—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals today 
placed on its May calendar the appeals 
in the case of the Associated Press vs. 
the International News Service, It prob- 
ably Will be heard early next month. 

The District Court granted a prelim- 
inary injunction to the Associated Press 
restraining the International Newer 
Service from inducing the members or 
employes of the Associated Press to 
communicate to the International News 
Service any mews gathered for th¢ As- 
sociated Press and enjoined the Inter- 
national News Service from: 1. Inducing 
or permitting the use of any news gath- 
ered for or received from the Associat- 
ed Press. 2. Inducing or procuring any 
of the Associated Press members or 
any of the newspapers represented by 
them to/violate any of the conditions 
of the by-laws of the Associated Press. 

In respect of the practice of copying 
the news of the Associated Press from 
newspapers and bulietin boards, the

One of the m@rvels of life is the pa es 
heroic and cheerful fortitude with which ROM the beginning of time the,struction of mice and rats, while 


dog has been the companion and 
in many cases the protector of 
man. The earliest human beings of 
whom history affords any record were 
accompanied by a dog. 

The first reference to the dog oc- 
curs in the Bible, in the story of the 
bondage of the Israelites in Egypt. 

It is probable that the reverence in 
which the dog was held by the 
Egyptians had a sound and cogent 
reason. The ancient summer overflow 
of the Nile, automatically irrigating the 


F 


| parched fields, and on which the pros- 


perity of Egypt depended, was concur- 
rent with the appearance of the star 
Sirius, on which the people removed 
their flocks affd herds to higher grounds, 
leaving the pastures to the full benefit 
of the life-giving stream. In this way 
they associated the presence of their 
guardian star with the fidelity and 
watchfulness of the dog. 

The Hindoos (like the Hebrews) re- 
garded the dog as an unclean beast, 
believing that in its earthly form it 
was possessed of an evil and malig- 
nant spirit, condemned to do penance 
in that form for crimes committed in 
a previous existence. 

Many and various dre the _ parts 
played by the dog in history apart 
from its famillar domestic character. 
Xenophen tells us of the use of Spar- 
tan dogs in battle, for which purpose 
they were provided with spiked collars, 
while at Marathon one of these ani- 
mals showed such bravery that its ef- 
figy was engraved on the tomb of its 
master. History also tells us of the 
mastiff of the Knights of Rhodes, who 
knew a Turk from a Christian; the 
spaniel, whose barking and whining 
awoke William the Silent during the 
night attack by Louis XIV’s troops 
on the camp outside Mons, thus sav 
ing the Dutch republic; the dog of 
Montargis, beloved of all Bowery melo- 


drama; and last, Punch’s immortal 
Toby. 
In the Temple of Bubastis cats 


were treated as sacred animals; at 
Mdeath they were embalmed and safely 
stored in tombs, while history records 
that Cambyses stormed and captured 
Memphis with a brigade of cats used 
as projectiles, upon which the city 
incentinently gave up the fight and 
surrendered. 

In Rome severa) centurtes tater, the 
cat gave the first evidence of pred- 
atory instincts and his value as a 
mice destroyer. Agathicus, whose pet 
partridge had been killed and eaten 
by & cat, denounces him as one of the 
devouring dogs of Actaeon. Pliny

She does not sit 
quietly at a desk all day, but has to 
meet many persons who come in on 
various errands, and often to go to 
an informal, luncheon or dinner di- 
rect from her work. 

One St. Louis woman, who holds 
an editorial position, has been con- 
sidering the problem for some time, 
and, in solving it for herself, has 
begun to design her own clothes. The 
results have interested her friends, 
and delighted her. 

“T do enjoy pretty clothes,” she 
said, “and I enjoy planning them. 
What I am trying to work out now 
is something both artistic and prac- 
tical for the business woman to wear 
in her office, clothes that are beau-

“When I began going to the of-

If I had spent 
my time away. by myself over a type- 
writer, that would have been quite 
appropriate, but, as it was, it did not 
suit at all, and I felt neutral and 
drab and inefficient in it. So then I 
decided that the right sort of thing 
for me to wear was something of 
which T would not always bé con- 
scious.

Fortunately, I 
found a dressmaker who was both 
eager and able to carry out my de- 
signs. 
“The first of these had a skirt of 
plain taupe brown crepe de chine—that 
is the only way I can describe the color.

They are fastened on in the middle of 
the back—there is a straight panel that 
goes right down the center of the back 
with two or three tucks on each side, 
corresponding to the tucks down each 
side of the front.

They are then brought flat over 
the shoulders and crossed surplice fash- 
ion in front, leaving a deep V at the 
neck. The under piece is cut off where 
the two bands meet and is used for nar- 
row bands at the wrists. 


“The opening at the neck is filled in 
with chiffon, with a narrow edge of 
white lace next the skin. The sleev

‘‘The skirt does not reach to the waist, 
but is attached to the lower edge of 
the coat underneath, in such a way 
as to preserve the loose, long lines. 
This gown has proved both quiet enough 
and yet elaborate enough, I have found, 
for any circumstances, and I am 80 
comfortable and at ease in it. that I 
promptly forget all about the subject of 
clothes. Also it was not expensive.
